No Need for Alarm 

The aiinonncemenv this wool; of 
the discovery of two cases of infan- 
tile paralysis in Narberth, while it 
should arouse citizens to Ihe need 
of prompt reporting of any Ulness 
to the family physician, need not 
cause undue alarm despite the 
dread with which the disease is 
regarded. j 

Prompt action by the Xarberlh 
Board of Health in sending the 
cases to Rryn Mawr Hospital for 
confirmation and isolation indicates 
the Borough body is on the job and 
alive to the dangers of contagion. 

Investigation of playmates of the 
stricken children has been made 
and no illness has been discovered. 
It is to be hoped that the two cases 
which have cropped up will prove 
to be isolated examples of the dis- 
ease which caused anxiety in the 
New York area last summer. 

Dr. George A. Sloan, president 
of the Narberth Board of Health, 
stresses the fact that early diagno- 
sis and proper treatment is essen- 
tial in this disease which, despite 
its name, is not restricted to chil- 
dren. 

For this reason it is important 
that any illness be reported imme- 
diately so that treatment can begin 
at once should further eases of this 
disease be discovered. 

In the past when less was known 
about infantile paralysis, many 
children and adults too, have gone 
through life crippled as a result of 
it. Now it is less feared, IF IT IS 
DISCOVERED AND TREATED 
PROMPTLY. 

Residents of the Main Lino may 
rest assured that every possible 
precaution will be taken by health 
authorities to prevent any epide- 
mic of this disease breaking out, 
but they must have the cooperation 
of all residents.

A Matter of Intent 
A public speaker recently misquot- 
ed that old definition of a gentleman. 
The speaker said that a gentleman 
is one who "never hurts the feelings 
of anyone else." The correct defini- 
tion, as Tfia Vagrant has always un- 
derstood it, is "A gentleman is one 
who never unintenionully hurts the 
feelings of anyone else." The gentle- 
man of the first definition would be 
merely a sentimentalist and the easy 
prey of every designing person who 
came his way. The"entleman of the 
second definition is a man, fully able 
to combat greed, cheapness, fraud and 
all of the other disgusting traits in 
which human nature so often clothes 
itself. It is wise and necessary fre- 
quently to hurt the feelings of anoth- 
er person and with deliberate intent 
to leave a sting in the wound which 
will ultimately penetrate to a brain 
that could not be reached in any 
other way. 

Would-be Rulers 

That definition of a gentleman, 
which envisages the possibility and 
the necessity of intentionally rebuk- 
ing fellowmen, was written back in 
an earlier century when the gentle- 
manly role was more definitely and 
realistically recognized and lived. 
Those people who are talking today 
of the failure of democracy and of 
the desirability of a dictatorship un- 
doubtedly esteem themselves as being 
qualified to belong to the ruling class 
with all that that implies. 

Judging them solely by that old 
blood-and-iron definition of a gentle- 
man, there are not enough truly upper- 
class people in America to dictate to 
the smallest of the states, let alone 
the whole nation. Democracy may 
have failed to elevate the masses here 
in America, but it certainly has suc- 
ceeded in extinguishing the classes so 
far as any old-world conception of 
that term is concerned. It takes 
three generations to produce a gen- 
tleman, so The Vagrant has read. He 
would recommend, therefore, that the 
would-be dictators start their pro- 
gram now with the intention of hav- 
ing qualified individuals available to 
surplant democracy about the year 
2022. 

Pats or Kicks? 

"Pats on the back are all right in 
prosperous times, but what we need 
now are a few more kicks in the 
pants," writes Gregory, moralizing 
to The Vagrant regarding the pre- 
vailing business inertia. It may be 
that young Gregory still retains a 
lively memory of the beneficial re- 
sults which accrued to himself from 
the corporeal punishments of his 
youth, but to The Vagrant it seems 
that he is entirely wrong. If a pat 
on the back, when actually merited, 
was ever a good thing for a good 
man, now is the time when well di- 
rected patting can do the most good, 
says The Vagrant from the depths 
of his own long experience, which 
seems to have brought no surfeit of
